The “Prince Henry”, which has 
heen, turned over to the Royal Navy 
for service against the Japanese, was 
onge,.the flagship of the Canadian 
National Steamships fleet carrying 
thousands of tourists along the Pa- 
cific Coast to Alaska.

A Significant Name 


Japanese Empire Founded In Yamato 
Province In 660 B.C. 


The name Yamato has a deep, al-, 


most religious significance for the 
Japanese, the Associated Press re- 
calls in connection with the sinking 
of the battleship Yamato. 

Japanese battleships are named for 
the provinces of old Japan. These 
names do not appear on most maps, 
since the old provinces have given 
way to prefectures. 

Yamato was on the peninsula just 
south of Osaka. It was there, ac- 
cording to legend, that the first Em- 
peror, Jimmu, founded the Japanese 
empire in 660 B.C. From Yamato the 
ancestors of the modern Japanese 
apparently spread out to conquer the 
other islands. 

Yamato therefore is the ancient 
name for Japan itself. The Japanese 
call themselves the Yamato race, and 
impute to the name all the martial 
virtues they believe themselves to 
possess. 

The Yamato was 900 feet long, of 
45,000 tons, carried 16-inch guns and 


,was capable of a speed of thirty 


knots. Roughly equivalent to the 
American 45,000-ton Iowa, both in 
age and characteristics. 

There’ had been two ships of that 
size in the Japanese Navy. Her sis- 
ter, ship, the Musashi, was sunk in 
the Second Battle of the Philippines 
Sea last October.

Doorn Castle 


Reporter Pays Visit To The Place 
Where The Kaiser Lived In Exile 
(By Maurice Desjardins) 

Doorn, Holland, is a little city of 
5,000 and is one of the best known 
in the world, for here stands the 
stately ‘“Huize Doorn” where the late 
Kaiser chopped and sawed: wood in 
a slate-roofed shed until he died here 
June 4, 1941, 

Janitor Armand Labouchere, a 
Dutchman of French Huguenot de- 
scent, showed me through the palace 
grounds, 

First we visited the famous wood- 
shed, then the guest house, where 
two priceless Watteaus still hang in 
the crown prince’s room, Across a 
moat on the right side of the castle 
squats a square mausoleum where 
the emperor's body lies in a red vel- 
vet coffin. 

I was the first Allied war corre- 
spondent to visit the palace and prob- 
ably the first newspaperman of all 
time, for Doorn was no tourist plate, 
but a haven of privacy. 

The castle has not been lived in 
since the Kaiser's death, but every 
one of scores of expensive clocks 
there still keep exact time. | 

Labouchere, a retired Doorn police-| 
man, ushered me into the reception | 
hall where the furniture and Gobe- 
lin tapestries are relics of the time] 
of Frederick the Great. | 

The Nazis left Doorn alone during | 
their cccupation of the Netherlands. | 
Only a few officers visited here for; 
the majority were afraid they'd be 
accused ‘of making a pilgrimage to 
the Hohenzollern shrine. 

There are bigger-than-lifesize pic- 
tures of the Kaiser hanging in every 
room in the palace. | 

In the rooms are objects worth mil-| 
lions of dollars—rosewood book- 
shelves, a gem-studded suit of armor, 
marble chairs, Sevres vases and ex-| 
quisite miniatures. 

I also saw the emperor’s den and} 
the saddle he used to sit on while| 
writing letters.

Late Blight of Potatoes 


In 1847, ninety thousand Irish 
people set out for Canada. Two 
thousand died on the way. Mahy 
others emigrated te the United 
States. In an 18-month period 
(1846-47) relief costs, in freland, 
amounted to nearly forty million 
dollars, and the relief was far from 
generous. Suffering in Ireland was 
appalling. 

This unhappy state of affairs was 
brought about by a fungous disease 
of potatoes known as “Late Blight.” 
At that time the cause of the disease 
was unknown and while plant 
scientists argued, worried and ex- 

rimented, the Irish people went 
hing. Serious losses also were 
suffered in England and western 
continental Europe. f 

Today, we know how to control 
this disease. Serious damage has 
been common in central and south 
ern Manitoba for the last three or 
four years, and local infestations 
have been recorded in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta. 

Therefore, all potato growers 
should be on the lookout and be 
prepared to employ measures for 
control. Line Elevator agents have 


been provided with a supply of’ 


illustrated circulars in which the 
disease is clearly described and 
control methods outlined. 

Control is comparatively simple 
and cheap. Ask the local elevator 
agent for Line Elevators Farm 
Service Circular No. 8—Summarized 
from information provided by Dr.

In the past few monttis I have told 
you something about many of our 
government departments and boards. 
Your editors asked for these stories 
because, before the general election 
they thought you wuld be interest- 
ed in knowing “what ‘32 government 
does,” So I am goiu. to crowd tie 
last half dozen departments in this 
week and next so that come June 
11th), you will ‘have had the whola 
story. 

Mines and Resources is a depart- 
ment with) five special branches: im- 
migration; Indian affairs, surveys and 
engineering (under which come the 
Dominion observatories, maps and the 
Internationa] Boundary Commission); 
lands, parks, and forests (under 
which come administration of our 
national parks, and of the North- 
‘West {Ilerritories and the Yukon); 
and mines and geology (under which 
comes, besides the Bureaus of Mines 
and of Geology, the National Museum 
of Canada.) 

National Defence needs no explan- 
‘ation. Divided into three branchos, 
Navy, Army and Air Force, the De- 
partment of National Defexce has 
recruited over a million Canadian 
men and women imto the armed ser- 
vices, has trained them and built up 
from them a first class fighting force. 

Munitions and Sypply was set up to 
Jet contracts and allot orders for all 
the war stores produced in Canada, 
both! for Canadian and Allied use 
Canada is the only country of the 
United Nations which ihandles all 
war supplies through a single agency. 
Two branches—Preduction and Con- 
trol—work together. The Production 
branch ordens supplies, helps to con- 
vert and expand peacetime indus 
tries, and has even established owns 
and operates 28 Crown companies, 
fncluding chemicals, explosives and 
shell-filling ‘plants. The control 
branch ef M & S is concerned wit 
yegulting supplies of raw materials,
